The tradition of the Fort 
Erie Racetrack is alive and 
well but its most historic and 
prestigious race will most 
likely see some changes this 
season. 

Since 1959, the Prince of 
Wales stakes race which is 
the second jewel in the 
Canadian triple crown of 
horse racing, has been held 
on a Sunday afternoon. But 
just last week, the Fort Erie 
Live Racing Consortium 
(FELRC)'s board of directors 
voted in favour of holding it 
on a Tuesday when the track 
offers its twilight series. 

"Moving it is not an easy 
decision," said the FELRC's 
chief executive officer Jim 
Thibert. 

"We are going to be doing 

few things differently," he

Thibert said the reason¬ 
ing behind switching the 
day of the week that the 
racetrack would host the 
decorated event was met 
with some opposition 
from people who are com¬ 
fortable with the annual 
tradition and the way it 
has been run for almost 
60 years. But new meth¬ 
ods and strategies need to 


be attempted, according 
to Thibert. 

"We have to get ahead 
of the curve and look into 
breaking from tradition, 
or at least try," he said. 

Thibert said the deci¬ 
sion was made for a num¬ 
ber of reasons but mainly 
because 75 per cent of the 
track's income depends 
on pari-mutuel wagering 
from around the conti¬ 
nent and on a Tuesday, 


there are far less race¬ 
tracks to compete with 
compared to a typical 
Sunday.. 


"On a Tuesday, we're 
basically going up against 
nobody," said Thibert. 

"In the end, everyone is 


onboard and thinks it's 
innovative." 

Another factor is the 
scheduling for jockeys 
that would be competing 
in the race, that spend 

Woodbine. 

Considering that 
Tuesdays are generally a 
slow time of the week at 
the Greater Toronto Area 
racetrack, holding the 
Prince of Wales on a 


Tuesday is more conve¬ 
nient for riders. 

"On a Sunday, you have 
jockeys that give up a full 
day of racing for one race," 
said Thibert. 

The season starts on 
May 26 and is expected to 
also include 10 days of 
quarter horse racing. 

Twilight Racing will hit 
the track on Tuesdays at 
4:15 p.m., in the months 
of June, July and August.

Paraplegic woman 
wants students to 
make the right choice

Thirty years ago, 12- year 
-old Melissa Hague was driv¬ 
ing with her mom when they 
came across a serious car 
crash. It was after seeing that 
crash and waiting in traffic 
that she said "we're really 
lucky that hasn't happened 
to our family." 

To this day, those words 
still ring through her mind 
because about 20 minutes 
later, her mom, younger sis¬ 
ter and herself were in a 
crash that changed her life 

Hague said she doesn't 
remember the actual event, 
but remembers the bad 80s 
music they were listening to 
prior to it happening. 

When she woke up she was 
alone and scared in a hospi¬ 
tal, so she did what most 12- 
year- olds would do, she con¬ 
tinuously asked for her 

"No one would tell me 
where she was, when I first 
saw my dad I begged him to 
tell me where my mom was 
and that's when he told me 
that she had died in that 
crash," recalled Hague. 

She was at Ridgeway- 
Crystal Beach High School 
on Thursday to tell her story 
to Gr. 9 students in hopes to 
educate them on the conse¬ 
quences of making bad 


choices. 

She was part of the 
Smartrisk No Regrets Live 
program, which is an inter¬ 
nationally acclaimed presen¬ 
tation that encourages young 
people to choose to take 
smart risks. Their goal is to 
help youth see the risks in 
their everyday lives and to 
take risks in the smartest way 
possible so they can enjoy 
life to the fullest. It combined 
a DVD presentation as well 
as the message that Hague 
brought. 

In the crash Hague broke 
her back, which damaged 
her spinal cord. The injury 
prevented her from ever 
walking again. 

"It was devastating news, 
but I thought I would be the 
exception, the one who got 
up and walked," she said. 

Hague, who is now 42- 
years- old, talked about how 
difficult life in a wheelchair 

is. 

"It's the simple tasks like 
getdng dressed, getting into 
a car, getdng into a bathtub," 
she said. "It's also the things 
like using the bathroom, I 
use a catheter to empty my 
bladder and have to watch 
how much I drink and time 

it, because I don't have feel¬ 
ing, I can't feel when I need 
logo."

Reader feels minimum requirement of Planning Act is not adequate

Dear Editor, 


This is an alert to all 
property owners. 

Did you know that your 
property zoning, the most 
significant aspect of your 
property, can be changed 
without direct letter noti¬ 
fication to you? 

Your zoning outlines 
your permitted uses. 
When you purchased your 
property you bought those 
approved uses. 

That’s what you paid 
for, and this determines 
the resale value of your 
property. 


Recently, Community 
and Development Services 
(i.e. the planning depart¬ 
ment) received approval 
for major Housekeeping 
amendments to the 
Town’s Comprehensive 
Zoning By-law. 

created and changes were 
made to others, including 
a reduction in "permitted 
uses” for some property 
owners. Currently, there 
is no requirement to 
directly notify those prop¬ 
erty owners whose zone is 
being changed. 

It could be you, or 
someone close to you. 

Private applications for 


rezoning or by-law chang¬ 
es require a letter notify¬ 
ing neighbouring land- 
owners. 

Amazingly, there is no 
such requirement when 
such changes are initiated 
by a municipality....even 
to your very own proper¬ 
ty! 

A notice in the local 
newspaper is all that is 
required. 

Although this meets the 
minimum requirements 
of the Planning Act, it is 
certainly not adequate. 

Many people don’t get 
the paper, and not every¬ 
one has the time to read it 
thoroughly. Property 


owners who live out of 

tion are out of luck. Even 
those who read the paper 
might not comprehend 
how their property is 
affected. The onus is on 
the property owner to 
interpret the planning 
terminology in the public 
notice, and to determine 
if it will affect them. 

As It stands, many (if 
not most) of those affect¬ 
ed by Fort Erie's recent 
bi-law passage, will not 
be aware of the changes. 

You may be an affected 
property owner, who has 
not had the opportunity 
to speak to council before 


ed. 

Planning staff can 
change zones and create 
by-laws that change your 
property rights through 
"housekeeping proce¬ 
dures" whenever they see 
fit. We have personally 
experienced erosion of 
property rights on two 
occasions, through offi¬ 
cial plan changes and 
imposed rezoning. 

Without a “direct letter 
notification procedure” in 
place, it can happen to 

Speak to your council¬ 
lor. 

Town planners will use 


direct letter notification 
procedures only if 
required to do so by a vote 
of council. 

In order to change cur¬ 
rent policy, councillors 
need to pass a by-law so 
that taxpayers will be 
directly notified if their 
property zone or “permit¬ 
ted uses” will be changed, 
modified or altered; either 
by official plan or by-law 
amendment. It’s the right 
and fair thing to do.

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Brothers write 
anti-bullying book

Everyday 160,000 students are afraid 
to go to school because they are victims 
of bullying. 

Bullying has been in the news a lot 
lately, and with the use of social media 
and cell phones, bullies are using those 
as tools to target people. 

Bullying can destroy lives, but three 
Fort Erie brothers, believe they have 
written a book that can save lives. 

The book Death to Bullying, written 
by Dale, Robert and Gary Hirons, is an 
educational program that Robert 
believes should be taught in all schools. 

Though there are already hundreds of 
books published on bullying, Dale said 
their book is unique because it doesn't 
look at the after effects of bullying, but it 
attacks the root of bullying and teaches 
students at a young age not to be bul¬ 
lies. 

"We took a look at bullying and how 
to stop it. We took a proactive approach 
to it and looked at attacking the root 
cause and teaching students how to not 
be bullies. We took a different approach 
and that's why it's unique to others," 
said Dale. 

The book educates on all the various 


types of bullying, drug abuse, alcohol 
abuse, date rape and special needs. 

Special needs students are the most 
bullied students in the school system, 
which Dale said is disturbing. 

"If the bullying doesn't stop for the 
students with special needs, they don't 
stand much of a chance," he said. 

Many families have been destroyed 
by the effects of bullying. Bullying 
doesn't discriminate and it affects every 
part of society. 

"There isn't a lot of support out there 
for students who are being bullied. If 
they report it, the punishment isn't 
severe enough on the bully, so they still 
have to go to school and face that per¬ 
son. From there it tends to snowball 
into increased bullying because they are 
now considered 'rats'." 

The Hiron brothers believe that the 
first step to preventing bullying is to give 
bullies the maximum punishment, 
which is expulsion. 

"Some kids are taking their own lives, 
or being pulled out of school because 
they have to face that bully everyday. If 
the bully isn't being expelled, they're 
still there. I believe there should be 
police involvement," he said.

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Purdie gets one year in U.S. jail

A disgraced former Niagara 
Regional police officer has been 
sentenced to one year in jail for 
exporting anabolic steroids from 
the United States into Canada. 

Geoffrey Purdie, a 14-year vet¬ 
eran of the NRP, appeared in a 
Buffalo courtroom Monday for 
sentencing in front of U. S. 
District fudge Richard Arcara. 

Purdie, 41, of Fort Erie, plead¬ 
ed guilty to the charge during an 
earlier court appearance. 

“I have hurt a lot of people, my 
family, my friends and co-work¬ 
ers," said Purdie, admitting he 
made a bad mistake when he 
agreed to take some packages 
across the border. 

Purdie said he was proud to 
wear the uniform, but he 
betrayed the trust that had been 
given to him. 

“I am now a criminal and I 
hurt my family the most,” he said, 
noting his wife has been his rock 
and he has put her future in 
jeopardy now that he has lost his 

Purdie said he should have 
said no after being asked to bring 
some packages across the bor¬ 
der, but he didn’t and broke the 
oath he had taken when he 
became a police officer. 

He added that in cases such as 
this, other police officers also 
become tainted, but he takes full

responsibility for happened. 

“I just want to apologize to my 
family, my employer and my 
friends,” said Purdie, who had a 
number of family supporters in 
the courtroom. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Mary 
Catherine Baumgarten said 
Purdie was employed as a con¬ 
stable with the Niagara Regional 
Police. On several occasions in 
November and December 2011, 
Purdie entered the United States 
and retrieved packages contain¬ 
ing steroids that had been 
shipped to a business in the U.S. 
Purdie then smuggled the ste¬ 
roids from the United States into 
Canada. 

According to court documents, 
the border enforcement security 
unit of Homeland Security seized 
$580,000 of testosterone, ste¬ 
roids, Valium, Xanax and growth 
hormones in Buffalo. 

Purdie was originally charged 


with conspiracy to export con¬ 
trolled substances with intent to 
distribute them. 

When travelling across the 
border, Purdie presented his offi¬ 
cial identification as a law 
enforcement officer to immigra¬ 
tion agents in order to return to 
Canada. 

The guilty plea was a culmina¬ 
tion of an investigation by orga¬ 
nizations on both sides of the 

The judge told court Purdie 
has caused embarrassment for 
himself and all those who care 
for him. 

“It’s a situation that should 
never of happened,” said Arcara, 
adding law enforcement officers 
are held to a higher standard so 
it’s disturbing when that trust is 

The judge said Purdie co-op¬ 
erated with the authorities fol¬ 
lowing his arrest and that was 
taken into account on sentenc¬ 
ing. 

Purdie’s lawyer, Herb 
Greenman, said his client "did a 
lot of good things” while he was 
police officer, but he gave it all 
up after he agreed to do some¬ 
one a favour by picking up some 
packages.

"If the bullying doesn't stop 
for the students with special 
needs, they don't stand much 
of a chance," he said. 

Many families have been 
destroyed by the effects of 
bullying. Bullying doesn't 
discriminate and it affects 
every part of society. 

"There isn't a lot of support 
out there for students who 
are being bullied. If they 
report it, the punishment 
isn't severe enough on the 
bully, so they still have to go 


to school and face that person. 
From there it tends to snowball 
into increasedbullying because 
they are now considered 

The Hiron brothers believe 
that the first step to preventing 
bullying is to give bullies the 
maximum punishment, which 


is expulsion. 

"Some kids are taking their 
own lives, or being pulled out 
of school because they have to 
face that bully everyday. If the 
bully isn't being expelled, 
they're still there. I believe 
there should be police involve¬ 
ment," he said.

"We end up going out on 
the ice for dogs more than 
anything," said Lowell. 

Fire companies one and 
two on Central Avenue 
along with station six are 
in charge of rescue boat 
missions. 

Lowell said that some¬ 
times these units are called 
out to Lake Erie or the 
Niagara River for boaters 


in distress that may be 
having difficulty due to 
hitting rocks in the water. 

"For an actual live res¬ 
cue of a patient, it's been a 
few years thankfully," said 
Lowell. 

He said the most recent 
serious incident the 
department's water rescue 
unit has responded to was 
last summer, when a male 
died after jumping from a 
flag pole off the pier in 
Crystal Beach. 


Larry Coplen, chief of

"I tell you this because it's 
not just the obvious things 
that take a lot of work." 

Despite her injuries and 
challenges she said she has 
lived a great life. 

"I saw kids who were 
worse off than me while I 
was in the rehabilitation 
centre. They had severe 
brain injuries. I just want to 
remind you guys that you 
can't fix brain or spine inju¬ 
ries," she said. 

Though she doesn't 
remember the crash that left 
her a paraplegic, she knows 
a lot of details about it. The 
driver who hit them, crossed 
the "stupid line" or risk tak¬ 
ing. He had been drinking 
since 9 a.m., and the crash 
took place nearly 12 hours 
later. He had two of his best 
friends in the car who real¬ 
ized how reckless his driv¬ 
ing was and got out of the 
car, two hours from their 
home because of the dan¬ 
gerous situation. After his 
friends were unable to con¬ 
vince him not to drive, they 
knocked on doors until 
someone let them in to call 
police - by that time it was 
too late, the crash had 
already happened. Her 
younger sister, who was four 
at the time of the crash, did 
not sustain permanent inju¬ 
ries, but her mom was 
trapped in the car for over 
an hour and a half, which 
contributed to her death. 

She has never seen the 
driver, but does know his 

"He didn't apologize, I 
know if I had done that to 
someone's family I would 
want to apologize, but I 
don't know how he handles 
it. He has to live with the 
consequences of what he 
did everyday. Some really 
good people make bad 
choices." 

"Not a day goes by where I 
don't miss my mom. The 
driver spent a couple 
months in jail and lost his 
license for awhile." 

She said the hardest part 
of the ordeal hasn't been 
being in a wheelchair, but 
the way people treat her 
because she's in a wheel- 

"When people see me in a 
wheelchair they automati¬ 
cally treat me differently,

Reaching out to teenagers 
regarding risk can be a diffi¬ 
cult task, as many feel like it 
will never happen to them. 

No Regrets Live wasn't 
designed as a safety show. 


Typically when you ask a 
teenager about safety they 
will react with boredom or 
that it 'sucks.' Most safety 
programs tell teenagers 
what they are forbidden to 
do and warn them of the 
harsh consequences of dis¬ 


obeying. Because they 
believe they are invincible 
it's easy for them to not reg¬ 
ister the messages being 
given, according to Hague. 

The program instead 
teaches students the impor¬ 
tance of wearing the proper 

sober, whether it's in a vehi¬ 
cle or ATV, having the prop¬ 
er training for the task their 
performing and know where 
the 'stupid line' is. 

In the DVD presentation 
when students were asked 
about risk taking, they spoke 
of how it's fun, makes you 
feel free. For adrenaline 
junkies it's exciting. 

The program talked to 
teens about preventing inju¬
